The most important (rfiint in the 
program, to be launched soon in 
ihe House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, would lower the age at 
which women become eligible for 
benefits, from 6.0 to either 60 or 
»2 


This not only would enable mil* 
lions of working women to retire 
earlier, but it also would Increase 
Initial benefits 50 }»er cent for cou­ 
ples where the husband retires at 
65 with a decadent wife several 
years younger. 


The second feature of the new 
move to further' liberalize social 
security would provide immediate 
monthly payments when a worker J 
tocom#* disabled. He has to wait J 
until be reaches retirement age at j 
65 to benefit from the program 
now.
